As for the Peop'c what thoughts they have in matters of Religion in 
ehcir own brealts I cannot reach; but think it my duty! fthey walk honeſtly 
and peaccably, not t cauſz them in the lealt to ſuffer for the ſame; but ſhall 
endeavour to walke patiently an4 in love towards thei; to fee ut at any 
tune it (hall pleaſe God to give chem another or a better minde. And all 
men under the power of England within this Dominion, are hereby re- 
guired and enjoyacd itricly and Religioufly to doe the lame.
